THE 


CANADA WAS FIRST, 


Hers Was the Premier Steamer te 
Cross the Atlantic. 

It was the proud boast of those who 
designed. and built the “mighty Ti- 
tanic’’ that she was the ‘‘last word 
in marine enginéerjng.’”” That ‘last 
word” now lies at the bottom of the 
Atlantic, a shattered mass of steel 
and ‘wood, surrounded in. her. vast 
sepulchre by many of the bodies of her 
heroic victims. 

We “have -not the “last word” yet, 
put we have the first word, and it is 
interesting to look back and learn 
what it’ was. 

To Canada belongs the honor of 
having constructed and navigated the 
first vessel to cross the Satie eee 

hat 


first of steamships was the Royal Wil- 
liam, and its first trip across the At- 


years after the St. Lawrenece--River: 
was first navigated by steamboat, and 
three years beforé the earliest of Can- 
adian railways was opened~ between 
Laprairie and St. Johns. 

« The Royal William was built by a 
joint stock company, and in the list 
of owners..appear_the names. of the 
three brothers, Joseph, “Henry—and 
Samuel Cunard, .of Halifax, N.S8., 
founders ofthe famdus Cunard Line. 
The Royal William was built at Que- 
bee during the years 1830 to 1831, 
and the work was carried on in the 
yard of Campbell and Black, ship- 
uilders. im : 

A native of Quebec designed the 
ship and ‘superintended its construc- 
tion. He was Mr. James Goudie, born 
in Quebeo in 1809, and who died in 
1892. : 

In the spring of 1831, the ship was 
launched with much ceremony. The 
dimensions were: Length, 176 feet; 
hold, 17° feet, nine inches; breadth 
outside, 44 feet; breadth between pad- 
dle-boxes, 28 feet. The ship was fitted 
with three masts, schooner rigged; 
and the builders’ measurement was 
1,370 tons, with accommodation for 
sixty passengers. _ 

The jJaunching having been success- 
fully carried out, the vessel was tow- 
ed to Montreal, where her machinery- 
was put in and she was fitted out, for 
sea. Her first voyage was from Mont-. 
real to Halifax, and for a time there- 
after the ship traded between Mont- 
real, Quebec and Boston. a 

Then came the voyage that gave the 
Royal William a permanent place-in 
history — the voyage across the At- 
lantic. On August 5, 1833, the ship 
left Quebec for London, calling at Pic- 
tou, N. &., for coal, and to have 
machinery overhauled. She started 
again from Pictou on August 18 with 
seven pag he 254 chaldrons of | 
coal and a light cargo. 

Ost the banks of Newfoundland the 
Royal William encountered a severe 


sel’s engines. However, the voyage 
was completed, the Royal William 
reaching London twenty-five days -af- 
ter leaving Pictou. : 

The subsequent career of the Royal 
William was out of the commonplace. 
Ten days after reaching London the 
Royal William was chartered by the 
Government of Portugal, and in the 
following year it: was sold. to Spain, 


and was cOnvervu scw @ war VeSpci, 
being given.the name, Isabel Sigunda, 
and was employed against the forces | 
of Don Carlos, pretender to the Span- | 
ish throne. 

In a paper read before fhe Cana- 
dian Institute, Toronto, in December, 
1892, Sir Sandford Fleming asserted 
that ‘‘to his mind it is incontestably 
established that the memorable voyage 
of thé Royal William in 1833 must be | 
held to be the first passage across the 
Atlantic: under steam. She undoubted- 
ly proved to be the pioneer of Atlan- 
tic. steamships.’’ 

During the meeting of the Inter- 
colonial Conference in Ottawa, in 
June, 1894, a brass tablet was affixed 
to the wall of the corridor leading 
to the librdry of Parliament, the tab- 
let being to the honor of the men 
who. built and navigated the Royal 
William. The brass plate was the gift 
of the Royal Society, and the presen- 
tation was—made‘by the secretary, 
the late Sir John Bourinot, clerk of | 
the House of Commons. 

The tablet was then unveiled by | 


al, the Earl of Aberdeen.

prisoners. His reputation as a judge 
made him much sought after by de- 
bating societies in Montreal” A com- 
mittee called-him up over the phone 
to ask if he would be kind enough to 
render the award in a debate. 

On the day of the debate the Re- 
corder was unusually busy, He ha 
sent various prisoners down for terms 
befitting the crimes. That evening he 
was on hand promptly at 8 o'clock. 
He heard the debate, analyzed the 
merits and demerits of the speakers, 

ointing out the various shortcom- 
ngs and achievements cf the sides, 
giving a point here and there for this 
or that argunent, and* rendered his 
decision accordingly. At the conclu- 
sion of his remarks the applause was 
loud and Jong-continued. The Recor- 
der was forecd to rise to-his feet 
again. ; 
“This is, I believe,” he said,“‘the 
first time I ever received an encore.

It is not by confining themselves to 
growing crops of grain. ‘That is their 
smallest source of revenue. The mak- 


ing of butter and cheese; the raising |} 


and fattening of hogs, sheep and cat- 
tle for the butcher; ‘the breeding of 
horses; the growing of roots and yege- 
tables for market, all contribute . to 
the British farmers’ bank account and 
enable him to pay high rents to his 
landiord. Here, in this northwestern 
Canada, the land {s fertile. The farm- 
ers have*‘no rents to pay. But when 
bad’ seasons come, as come they will, 
the single crop on which tHe farmers 
wholly depend, is a failure, and the 
majority of them are brought to the 
brink of ruin. ' Diversified farming 
would remedy. all this. 

Now, we will give a brief glance 
at Ontario, and see what mixed farm- 
ing has doné for that province. Fifty 
years ago, grain-growing had ‘répiilt- 
ed in impoverishing the land to such 
an extent that in large districts it 
would not grow. anything-to yield a 
profit... The dairy industry has work- 
ed wonders in improving these con- 
ditions. For instance, look at the 
county of Oxford... The land is now 
fertilo and will grow anything.’ Good 
‘large brick barns, comfortable and 
large brick and stone homes have re- 
placed the ramshackle, dilapidated tog 


buildings, and there is an air af com-}. 


fort and prosperity on every farm. At 
Woodstock and Ingersoll, markets are 
held every week at which are to be 
seen cheese buyers from all parts of 
the province, and even from Britain: 
The quality of the cheese is equal to 
any in the world and commands the 
highest prices. In other parts of that 
province the result has been equaHy 
satisfactory. 

The factory system prevails, mostly 
in Ontario, but there are a great 
many private dairies which are very 
profitable, though the farms are small, : 
few of them exceeding one hundred 
acres. For example. the writer knows 
of farms of that size where twenty 
to twenty-five milk cows are kept and 
the milk is made into cheese and but- 
ter and sold in the local markets. 
The dairies are operated on the most 
improved- principles, member of the 
family thoroughly Jearning the busi- 
ness in one of the many nearby ‘cheese 
factories. , All these’ ‘farms give a 
good profit to their-owners. ‘Their 
handsome horses and the well-dressed 
and good-looking sons and aaughters 
of the house, as they go to church 
on Sundays in their double-seated 
buggies, bear unmistakable testimony 
to the success of mixed farming.

Order of the Garter. : 
It {s certainly to Edward IIf; that 
England owes the existence of the Or- 
der of the Garter with its motto, *Hont 
soit qui mal y pense,” commonly but 
rather freely translated as “Byil.to 
him who evil thinks.” A more litera} 
reading would be, “Shamed be’he who 
thinks evil of it.’. The-order was es- 
tablished on April 23, 1349. ‘This is in- 
dubitable, but it is-uncertain why the 
“garter was selected as its name and 
symbol and what is the special signific- 
ance of the motto. Polydore. Vergil, 
whose history appeared in 1536, nearly 
200 years after the event, is the earliest 
authority for. the familiar story that 
the Countess of Salisbury, one of the 
king’s favorites, dropped her garter at 
a ball and that Edward picked it up 
and handed it back with the remark 
that is now proverbial. Unfortunately 
for this story, it is known that “Honj| 
‘soit qui mal y pense” was a familiar}

STORMING OF STONY POINT. 


This Brilliant Feat of Arms, In.Which

On July 14 General Wasne assem- : 4 
bled all bis troops at Sandy Beach, ‘

diers kuew the plans of their com- 
wmunder. The following day the 
march began over a wilderness trail 
aud in perfect silence. Not a itman 

was allowed to leave the column un- 

j der peualty of death. By 8 o'clock 
lbat vigbt they were witbin one and 
one-balf miles, of the British fortress. 
Then the men were told of tbe desper- 
ate work abead of them and the bat- 
tle order read. 

No man .was allowed to load his 
musket, and the battle was to be won 
or lost with the bayonet alone. One 
portion of the order provided tbat any 
men found retreating a single foot. 
was to be put to death at once.

were shot down, but the companies in’. 
the rear eagerly pressed on. General 
Wayne himself, struck in, the head 
with a musket’ ball, fell stunned. He 
recovered in-a moment and; rising on 
one kuee, shouted: “March on! March 
on!” Then, turning to his, aids he 
begged them to take him Into the fort 
so that If bis wound was mortal he 
would die at the head of bis column. 

General Wayne's wound drove his 
followers to a frenzy. ‘bey dashed 
up the bill and battered down all op- 
|position. Colonel Fleury, a French 
ofticer In the American service, at the 
head of his determined band forced 
his way up the redoubt and as the 
soldiers poured into the fort grasped 
the British flag and lowered it. ‘The 
victory was complete. ‘The British 
lost 53 killed aud 543 taken prisoners, 
of whom 70 were wounded. ‘The 
Americans lost 15 killed and. bad 8&3 
wounded. It was one of {he most 
daring and desperate incidents of any 
war, 

Fror every point.of-view.the storming 
of Stony Point wai a remarkable feat ° 
of arms, but back of the success of 
tbat night was a story of preparedness, 
the cause which has always been over- 
shadowed by the brilliancy of the re- 
sult. General Wayne had trained his 
men, stimulated their pride, enforced 
rigid discipline, had them at the point 
of attack oat the right moment and 
then with inspiring valor led them: 
°'The victory at Stony Point naturally 
aroused a tremendous enthusiasm, and 
it came at the right time. The coun- 
try was depressed if not quite discour-: 
aged, and Stony Point was like a tonic. 
It gave the people more strength, more 
courage and at a time when they sad- 
ly .needed it. Not only did General 
Wayne receive official recognition, but 
he was in receipt of hundreds of con- 
eratulatory Jetters expressing popular 
and professiunal opinion. — Chicago: 
News.
